'The Inscription on the board, which was fastened 
to the chair, testified that this spot should be 
occupied by ANTANAS IMPULEVICIUS. 

"During the trial the voluminous material, evidence 
ter the accused and of many witnesses, had with the 
fullest conviction, proven that really he, ANTANAS 
/ mPULEVTCIUS who now lives in tho U.S.A. , in the 
city of Philadelphia, 504 Crocs Street , is the 
chief defendant . 

On June lSth, the government of the Soviet Onion 
requested the TJ. S. Government to make necessary 
steps to extradite the war criminal IMFULEVTCIUS, 

Who was responsible for the bloody cruelty and 
crime against humanity. But the U. S. Government 
refused to extradite the criminal, thus breaking 
the agreement among the governments, who in 
partnership warred against the Hitler gang. It 
also violated the resolution of the General 
Assembly of the organizations of the U.N. of 
February 13th, 19^7, according to which the war 
criminal must be arrested and turned over to the 
Court of those countries, in which they committed 
their crimes. 

This criminal hid behind the back of American 
diplomacy, thus he stood out almost as a 'hero.'

According the captured announcements, 
they {Vna participants of the befallen) had shot 
more than 46,000 persons and hung 10 persons.. 

"Admitting the murders, which were committed in 
the Lithuania, the number of victims which fell 
by the hands of IMFULEVXCHJS’ band, amounted to 
more than 50,000.
